You  must  either  know 
tis  minor,  or  get  positive 
I on  the  minor,  and  I must 
sphasize  positive! ! before 
zrchasing  any  items  from  a 
mor.  Without  this  posi- 
zve  identification  of  the 
mor  then  the  legal  portion 
i the  purchase  is  against 
/j,  or  your  business,  as 
zb  case  may  be. 

Amount  of  the  purchase 
L entirely  up  to  the  buyer, 
l.vever,  it  might  be  sugges- 
t'd not  to  go  over  $1,000., 
i will  be  discussed  later, 
ike  sure  any  transaction  is 
itumented,  and  hopefully, 
/'cnessed,  however  the  later 
Ji't  always  available. 


i 

What  should  happen  if 
the  deal  that  has  been  tran- 
sacted should  be  questioned 
at  a later  date?  Let ' s use 
an  example  with  the  follow- 
ing: Dealer,  Mr.  D. , unknow- 
ingly just  purchased  from  a 
minor,  Master  M,  a lot  of  10 
silver  dollars,  10  half  dol- 
lars, 20  quarters,  and  100 

dimes,  that  just  happens  to 
not  be  the  legal  property  of 
the  minor.  Nothing  in  this 
lot  is  rare,  and  a silver 
price  is  paid  for  common, 
circulated  silver  US  coins. 
Now  at  a later  date,  Mr.  0, 
the  adult  owner  of  the  ac- 
cumulation of  silver  coins, 
that  you  purchased,  comes 
into  your  store  and  starts 
to  question  the  recent  pur- 
chase you  made,  and  requests 
that  you  hand  over  the  items 
and  your  records. 

Lets  say  that  the  minors 
parents  just  happen  to  be 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  0,  the  adult 
owner,  and  that  they  are  the 
ones  questioning  what  junior 
just  sold  off.  It  is  wise  to 
have  a written  "consent  (for 
sale)  slip"  from  the  minor 
to  show  back  to  the  parents, 
but  don't  let  anyone  have 
this  slip.  Parental  consent 
(the  written  consent  slip) 
is  really  a must,  even  if 
positive  ID  of  the  minor  is 
known. 

You  do  not  have  to  "hand 
over"  the  silver  to  the  ad- 
ult owner,  as  he  will  have 
to  file  a (theft)  loss  with 
the  police  department.  At 
this  point,  the  P.D.  will 
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-ome  in  and  question  the  re- 
cent purchase,  looking  at 
records  and  the  items.  The 
Dolice  will  issue  a receipt 
Tor  any  merchandise  they 
:ake,  or  if  the  items  have 
ueen  scrapped,  they  will 
:ake  a statement,  at  which 
Doint  a fixed  amount  can  be 
placed  on  the  merchandise. 

The  transaction  document  wh- 
ich shows  the  original  pur- 
:hase  from  the  minor  should 
)e  presented,  but  keep  this 
form  for  taxes,  and  future 
Legal  reasons. 

If  your  records  are  in 
crder,  and  the  positive  ID 
Df  Master  M,  the  minor,  then 
the  parents  of  the  minor  are 
responsible  for  the  "loss", 
and  in  Wisconsin  this  is  up 
to  $1,000.  This  is  going  to 
involve  some  of  your  time 
vith  lawyers,  courts,  and 
aolice.  However,  if  the  doc- 
aments  and  ID’s  are  in  order 
then  the  loss  will  not  be 
nonetary,  but  timely,  which 
night  also  be  recoverable. 

If  the  purchase  is  made 
from  an  adult,  this  article 
should  be  kept  in  mind  when 
naking  the  purchase  to  get 
_ POSITIVE  ID  for  legal  pro- 
secution of  an  adult  crim- 
_ Inal . 

You  may  have  read  this 
a article  and  asked  yourself 
*:he  question  about  buying 
a from  a minor,  but  it  is  le- 
*;al  with  a parental  consent. 
iiUT,  if  the  minor  writes  his 
>wn  "consent  slip",  then 
:his  article  applies,  plus 
:he  fact  that  the  minor  has 
'forged"  his  parents  name. 
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ai\jj,  can  you  recover  for 
loss  of  time,  lawyer  fees, 
business  loss  due  to  publi- 
city, or  other  incidentals 
which  might  become  involved? 
Well,  the  answer  is  not  a 
simple  yes,  or  no,  BUT,  if 
the  records,  documents,  and 
the  police  cooperation  is  in 
order  you  might  have  a good 
chance . 

It  should  be  further  no- 
ted that  these  laws  vary, 
and  for  the  best  advice  your 
attorney  should  be  contacted 
for  his  legal  advice.  For 
this  article  943.35  and  895. 
035  of  WI.  statutes  were  us- 
ed. It  would  be  advised  to 
anyone  concerned  to  purchase 
some  type  of  business  inter- 
ruption insurance  just  to 
avoid  costly  loss  to  time  in 
business .

In  1880,  Capt.  Albert  E. 
^Goodrich  ordered  the  con- 
struction of  three  ships  by

“ ing  capabilities  for  winter 
sailing .

consin changed  ownership 
Pfive  times,  endured  five 
1 name  changes,  was  nearly  de- 
stroyed by  fire  and  then 
: completely  rebuilt.  Her  fi- 
J nal  owner  was  the  Goodrich 
“Transportation  Company,  (the 
r original  owners),  and  they 
n restored  the  original  name. 
_The  S.S.  Wisconsin  had  come 
• full  circle. 

3 On  Sept.  17,  1929,  the 

^Wisconsin  passed  inspection 
• by  the  Steamboat  Inspection 
3 Service  with  flying  colors, 
■L  she  was  still  a sound  ship 
after  48  years  of  service. 
1 Late  in  the  afternoon  and 
: evening  of  October  28,  1929, 
the  ship  was  being  loaded  in 
7 Chicago  while  the  second 
gale  force  storm  within  a 
y week  was  hammering  the  en- 
tire  western  shore  of  Lake 
Michigan.  The  loading  crew 
had  taken  special  precaut- 


ions because  of  the  storm 
and  nailed  down  special 
blocking  to  prevent  the  hea- 
vy cargo  crates  from  break- 
ing loose  and  sliding  about 
inside  the  ship.  One  mile 
off  shore,  the  waves  were 
cresting  at  over  twenty 
feet.  Waves  which  could  lit- 
erally pound  a ship  until 
her  seams  open.  Those  were 

the  conditions  that  Capt. 
Morrison  had  to  sail  into 
that  night. 

As  soon  as  the  Wisconsin 
was  beyond  the  breakwater 
the  massive  waves  began  cra- 
shing against  the  ship  often 
sending  water  over  the  top 
of  the  pilot  house.  Below 
deck  the  blackgang  was  hav- 
ing problems  too.  Every- 
thing from  coal  and  wheel- 
barrows to  the  crewmen  them- 
selves was  sliding  back  and 
forth.  At  one  in  the  morning 
Chief  Engineer  Buschmann  was 
informed  of  ankle  deep  water 
in  the  firehold.  Buschmann 
ordered  the  pumps  started 
and  informed  the  Capt.  who 
already  had  another  problem 
on  his  mind.  The  ship  had  a 
portside  list  which  indica- 
ted that  somewhere  a large 
amount  of  cargo  had  shifted. 
Inspection  of  the  cargo  hold 
revealed  a disaster.  Tons  of 
crated  castings  had  broken 
loose,  support  beams  were 
visably  bent  and  some  of  the 
hull  plates  on  the  portside 
had  been  pushed  out.  The 
ship’s  engines  were  slowed 
to  provide  more  steam  for 
the  pumps  but  the  water  lev-

I radio  distress  call  was  sent 
i out.

; rescue  boats  had  arrived  but

ship.  At  4:34  A.M.  after  the 
order  to  abandon  ship  had 
been  given,  the  Wisconsin's

J all...  ",  (The  radio  went 
; dead).  Due  to  the  ship's 
; strong  list,  only  the  port 
; lifeboats  could  be  lowered 
1 and  they  could  only  hold  the 

few  passengers  and  part  of 
j the  crew.  The  rest  had  to 
try  to  swim  to  the  circling 
Coast  Guard  boats. 

At  dawn,  Clinton  Young 
saw  a dangerously  overloaded 
Coast  Guard  boat  with  a bad- 
. ly  fouled  propeller  limp  in- 
, to  port.  Shouts  told  Young 
» that  there  were  more  guys 
; still  in  the  water  out  there. 
Young  and  policeman  Ray  Gl- 
eason joined  with  the  crew 
of  the  Chambers  brothers  tug 
and  a few  fishermen  in  a 
combined  rescue  mission  of 
their  own.  As  Young  would 
say  later,  "we  kept  going 
after  the  live  ones.  Finally 
we  didn't  see  any  more  so  we 
pulled  out  of  the  wreckage". 
By  this  time  one  of  Racine's 
Coast  Guard  boats  had  also

joined  the  effort.  At  7:10 
A.M.  Capt.  Morrison  went 
down  with  his  ship.  He  was 
last  seen  shouting  direc- 
tions to  the  rescuers.  Of 
the  74  or  75  people  on  board 
the  Wisconsin,  59  survived 
due  to  the  efforts  of  32 
valiant  men  who  braved  not 
only  the  elements,  but  also 
a 400  foot  circle  of  float- 
ing debris  which  could  have 
easily  crippled  or  sank 
their  small  craft. 

The  Kenosha  Evening  News 
of  Nov.  5,  1929,  reported 

that  32  men  had  been  presen- 
ted with  framed  certificates 
and  that  they  would  also  be 
given  gold  medals  which  were 
to  be  provided  by  public 
subscription.  The  promised 
"gold"  medals  eventually 
materialized  in  bronze  which 
was  possibly  a compromise 
version  necessitated  by  ano- 
ther disaster  which  also 
took  place  on  Oct.  29,  1929, 
the  Great  Stock  Market  Crash 
over  on  Wall  Street. 

The  cross  shaped  bronze 
medals  were  manufactured  by 
the  Greenduck  Company  of 
Chicago,  measure  41.5mm  ac- 
ross and  are  suspended  from 
a red,  white  and  blue  ribbon. 
The  scene  on  the  obverse  de- 
picts the  sinking  S.S.  Wisc- 
onsin with  a crowded  Coast 
Guard  rescue  boat  in  the 
foreground.  All  is  within  a 
lifesaver  bearing  the  name 
"S.S.  Wisconsin".  Superim- 
posed over  the  top  of  the 
lifesaver  is  an  eagle  with  a 
laurel  branch.  On  each  of 
the  arms  are  two  crossed
